men or u certain I'.U'O, who 'nave n iiltc dread 
of moviiiR into a new, Jlne houso w'nicli they 
have built iute in life and which they leuvo 
imtenanted for as iong a time as possible 
from u superstitious dread. Though they 
dexterously disguise Uicir fears even from 
tlrer.isolves, under various plausible pre- 
texts, such us letting Iho walls become 
thoroughly dry, getting all tiio decorations 
out of tho way, a sudden desire for a. long 
trip somewhere, etc. 


After all, though, we all of us rcalizo the 


folly of such thoughts.' because \vo arc "be- 
lievers from early youth in preordination, 
so far as to be sure wo shall not dio until 
our timo comes. Still son:o superstitions, 
some dread, some feat' haunt us all and re- 
fuse to bo shaken off, though grasped by tho 
hand of common sense. 


Yet the idea of inalcir.g one's will, if 


squarely faced, is rather n pleasant one. 
All of us, especially all women, have cer- 
tain possessions which arc valued 1'or ouo 
•eason or another, perhaps from associu- 
.1011 or fancy, perhaps for love of a giver or 
I'cul intrinsic worth, and each is probably 
aware that some other body lias an admira- 
tion for and would tul:e good cai-o of that 
particular thing, whilo the person to whom 
.lie disposal o:' it would naturally fali might 
set r.o value on it whatever. A case pre- 
sents itself to view just now of a little 
lomc-mudo. plush-covered stand, not very 
well linibhcd, not much of an priiamcut.il 
iddition to any room, yet of inestimable 
value to a widow, because it chanced to bo 
the lust bit of work from tho dear hands 
which had been her support through a long 
jnd happy married life. It, chanced that 
luring the manufacture of this urtiu'.o a 
young friend was paying u. visit to these 
jcople, und enjoyed with them the interest 
and diversion of watching tho table grow 
.mdcr the tinkei'Cr'3 hands, -and one day 
nade Iho remark, thoughtlessly and carc- 
.ess'.y: ''Yon must will this to me." Shortly 
iftcr tlio sudden death of this man the wife 
nforiued tho friend thr.t she had straight^ 
way gone ar.d put this bequest in her will. 
Do you think there is no comfort, perhaps 
only very occasional, but still a comfort in 
thinking that it will become the possession 
of one who, too, watched with interest every 
inch of plush glued on, every nail driven in, 
nnd will value it ia. quite another way than 
tr.y other person! 


Nor is tins ;'.t all an exceptional case. 


With almost every possession is some other 
person associated, and very likely none 
other, as for insUtnce, some little child who 
always begged to be alicwcd to hold for a , 
minute to her tiny breast tiio small bust 
of Flora, which ornamented a bracket

with tender touch tho rich folds of your 
best velvet gown; or the friend who studied 
with you that history of sculpture in your 
middlelife .-.ml brought back an unexpected

plant in yon big jar and care for season 
iftcr season thntgrowing palci? Who will 
havo tho same thoughts and such grn-.iilca.- 
tion in the ownership ot these things us 
they; to whom can you give a stronger 
proof of the lessons of kindly remembrance 
und friendship! 


Is there uo joy in. making theso littlo 


plans to please others, so that when tho 
vail of darkness shuts you from their sight, 
your going may not be all au unbroken 
paiu—that no tender thoughts of how you 
had planned to remain -in their thoughts 
should follow you on tho unknown voyago 
to the mysterious beyond! While this, per- 
haps, is tho strongest argument for per- 
sons who possess only trifling things to 
make a will, thei'O ia another, too, which 
has a picasun; side. Few of us havo tho 
slightest idea ol what we have; thiugs ac- 
cumulate so fast. In a good-sized family of 
comfortable means there are enough things 
of value given a: one"Christmas season to 
warrant the making of a will. The listing 
of what one does possess is a pleasant occu- 
pation, full of surprises, and would fill 
many weary hours for. cldcriy people, whoso 
waning cycsight-and general feebleness de- 
bars thcrn fio:n active interests and em- 
ployments and loaves their lives but a quiet 
season of waiting. 


Did you ever lose a friend and feel an ir- 


resistible longing for something that was 
hers. It might bo that she had presented 
you with many tilings, but none could give 
you the satisfaction that would ensue if you 
had any old book or littlo picture she had 
loved and prized. 


When one goes away from homo it is 


usual to sec that all which, is left behind is 
properly cared for. Why, then, not follow 
the same natural instinct when leaving 
them behind forever? To those who havo 
jewels and laces, plate and costly china, 
i; seems as absolutely a wronj not to ar- 
rango for their disposal, jus*, as is done in 
the case of money und other estates. Heirs 
are merely human, often very human, pos- 
sessing the faults and frailties of their raco 
as well us Iho virtues, and he or she who 
can adjust his affairs in such order and 
with such simple directness that there are 
no wrunglings over then is not only a wise 
nan but a public benefactor. For nothing 
can give to tho world u lower opinion of 
mankind than tin: published accounts of the 
greed ar.d disputes over an esvntc. 


There is another thought to be considered 


in willing oven personal effects—they may 
be of iniinito good if disposed of for charity. 
Suppose it is the furnishings of one's bed- 
chamber, which is perhaps one's oniy pos- 
session. It is simple and seems hardly worth 
the leaving, yet think of tho hospitals and 
homes to which the furnishing of private 
rooms is such a godsend.
